WHAT VACCINATION HAS DONE. 


One of the most valuable features of 


our benevolent assimilation 
of the 


Filipinos Is the administration of 
more than 6,000,0(10 vaccinations.

the six provinces around Manila there 
used to bcCOOO deaths from small]x>.\ 
annually, and last year there was not 
one. In the entire archipelago the 
mortality from smallpox is 10,000 per 
annum less than It was a few years 
ago. Of course, there are people right 
here who know that vaccination is 
worse than smallpox, and who w i l l 
not admit for a moment that the de- 
crease of smallpox in the Philippines 
is due to compulsory vaccination. But 
for most of the community the demon- 
stration Is good enough. An Ameri- 
can of some prominence died of small- 
pox on Sunday and several others are 
ill. It is supposed that the disease 
was brought in merchandise from in- 
fected Japanese ports. It is staled In n 
Manila dispatch that "the only cases 
among the Americans arc those who 
neglected vaccination," but if theanti- 
vacclnationlsts admit the fact they 
will say It was a mere coincidence.

point of harmlessness that few people 
are any longer afraid of 11.

THE PRICE OF MEAT.

There 'is always more or less of a 
scarcity because stock raisers try to 
market their cattle early In the winter 
to avoid the expense of feeding them. 
And when they are kept and fed over 
winter they naturally want higher 
prices for them.

In speaking of this un- 
Usual movement one of the trust re- 
presentatives in London said that even 
after paying the freight both ways 
across the Atlantic the meat will be 
•old In America at prices 6 per cent, 
higher than could be had in London.

American people get from the beef 
trust American meat may be bought 
cheaper in England than at home 
and the only reason this Is true Is that

The compulsory educa- 
tion act keeps the children in school 
for a longer period than formerly, and 
during the past two years the directors 
lm\e been taxed to the utmost to pro- 
vide accommodations lor the pupils 
With nearly 1050 children in attend- 
ance today, and all the departments 
full, the primary grades crowded and 
still oVhers clamoring for admission, 
the boartl has been forced to meet the 
issue. The erection of the new build- 
ing \vlll mean an increase in 
the 


school tax lo at least 75 cents. It may 
be interesting lo know what rate pre- 
vails In sonic other boroughs in the 
county. 
Attleboro borough, 
with 


only SO pupils, pays a school tux of 70 
cents; Morrlsville borough, with 346 
pupils, is assessed 85 cents; Perkasie 
borough, with 338 pupils, pays 80 
cents lax to support it.s schools; Sell- 
crsville borough, with ;U2 pupils, has 
a rate of 75 cents and Telford borough 
with 40 pupils, pays 70 cents school 
lay, while Bristol with 1050 children 
to look after, live school buildings to 
keen in repair, a superintendent and 
corps of 23 teachers to maintain, sup- 
plies lo purchase for all the depart- 
ments, has been operating under a 60 
cents tax. It would therefore seem 
that great credil is due our local school 
board for its careful, economical and 
business-like methods employed 
in 


the management of our schools and 
certainly any criticism would be out 
of place, now that the exigencies ure 
such to provide aceomodalions for the 
increasing number of children, a new 
school building must be erected and 
the tax rate consequently increased. 


The board will issue coupon bonds 


to the amount of 5-38,000 bearing inter- 
est at 4 per cent. The Farmers Na- 
tional Bank will be the depository 
for the bonds. They will be issued in 
denominations of $300 nntj two or more 
bonds cancelled each yearns necessary 
so .that the whole bond issue will be 
liquidated at the end of thirty years. 


-'he primaries will be conducted in 
conformity with the laws governing 
the conduct of general elections.

vided, however, that no elector shall 
be permitted to receive any assistance 
In marking his ballot, unless he shall 
first make aQIdavii that he cannot read 
Ihe names on the ballot, or that bv 
reason of physical disability he is mi- 
able to mark his ballot. 


There seems to be a inisapprchenion 


in some quarters that the names of the 
candidate* will all be on one ballot, 
as in the case of u general election. 
This is an error. 
The names of the 


Republican arid Democratic candidates 
vv ill be on separate ballot sheets. 
The 


intending voter upon entering tlie 
polling i lace makes the request of the 
election bouid for the ballot containing 
the names of the candidates of his 
party. Thus, he asks for a Republi- 
can ballot or a Democratic ballot as 
the case may be, and each eleclor 
shall have the right to receive tlie 
ballot ol the parly lie asks for, pro- 
vided that if he is challenged, he 
shall be required to make oath or 
affirmation Unit, tit tlie preceding gen- 
eral election at which he loted, he 
voted for a majority of the candidates 
of the party for whose ballot he asks. 


All persons licensed to sell liquors,

Traveling the cold night with no otbei 
company than dull Chinese, ->vho seem 
to sleep while walking alongside tbe 
camels or while sitting on their backs, 
nnd being weighed down by heavy 
sleepiness Is tho worst thing I have 
endured.. 


Yon sit on your horse and, In spite of 


every effort, fall asleep. Presently yon 
wake up and find yourself on tbe 
ground, with your horse standing be- 
wildered 
at your side, wondering 


whether yon are alive or dead. Then 
you 'ry to keep yourself awake by 
walking and talking a bit to the camel 
drivers, but jon soon find that they 
are Just ns sleepy ns yourself. A few 
words are exchanged, nnd then you 
are too tired to open your mouth to 
talk or even to think of anything but 
sleep, sweet sleep. Oh, for just a. few 
minutes there at the roadside In the 
soft sand! Hut, no; you must go on 
and fight against tills desire. It Is too 
dangerous to sleep by the roadside on 
the giound. The caravan cannot wait, 
nnd jour servant would not watch 
over you. Ho would soon fall asleep 
like yourself. Tho wolves would then 
have an easy time 


Yet In spite of all this reasoning you 


fee! as If you were drawn to the 
ground by tho power of n thousand 
strong magneto nnd soon yield to sleep 
again. Suddenly your watchful horse, 
whose reins you have kept slung 
around your neck—this Is a wise thing 
to do—pulls up, starts and Jerks you 
wide awake. Ynu Jump up, not know 
Ing where 5 on arc for some seconds, 
but jou see your borse trembling out] 
roall/e that danger Is near.

A FIGHT FOR LIBERTY. 


Tragic Incident of Life In tha Uneasy 


Land of tha Czar. 


Tbe chief of gendarmerie of the To- 


bolsk government has sent to tbe cen- 
tral authorities at St Petersburg a 
full report of tbe desperate attempt at 
escape made early la October by ft 
convoy of prisoners who had been 
halted In tbe Tillage of Kutarbltka. 


Tbe convoy numbered thirty-tore* 


prisoners, of whom tour were "politi- 
cals." The/ were being marched from 
Toman to Tobolsk, tbe escort consist- 
Ing of eighteen soldiers of the Ninth 
Siberian ft serve regiment, commanded 
by a noncommissioned officer. Kutar- 
bltka coDBlsts of one long street, at the 
end of which Is a large Isolated build- 
ing, where passing convoys of prison- 
ers are lodged for the night. The con- 
victs had Ijehaved exemplarlly during 
tbe march to Kutarbltka, and their 
guards hail no suspicion that an out- 
break bad been planned and all the de- 
tails arrnnKfcd. The prisoners were put 
Into two rooms, the escort occupying 
two other apartments, with one senti- 
nel In tue ( orrldor and another outside 
the bulldln?. which Is surrounded by a 
high wooil«n wall. At 10 o'clock alL 
was quiet m the prison 


Borne of the soldiers were drinking 


tea, while the others had already set- 
tled down for tbe night. A few re- 
marks wcie exchanged between tbe 
prisoners In the two rooms, but, being 
In Yiddish, they were not understood 
by the sentinel In the corridor. Then 


"One, two, three!" rang out sharply 


and distinctly, nud the prisoners in 
both roonu burst open tbe doors and 
rushed pellaiell Into the corridor. The 
sentinel shouted the alarm, and wltb- 
lu a few leconds the soldiers of tbo 
escort wcie massed In the passage, 
where a furious fight ensued for the 
carbines st ickcd at the further end. 


The prisoners managed to secure nine, 


of these v* eapons nud strove to come 
to close quarters with the soldiers, 
who were soon pouring a devastating 
fire into th>'lr ranks. The greater part 
of the fight took place in complete 
darkness, us the lamps were shattered 
by carbine bullets. About twenty of 
the prisoners were killed or wounded 
in the corridor. Tbe remainder suc- 
ceeded In escaping from the building. 
Three wen- shot by tho sentinel out- 
side. 


The handful who survived, hamper- 


ed though they were by the chains on 
their feet, clambered up the wooden 
wall and made for tho neighboring 
forests. 
One of these men, who car- 


ried a cnrliine, was struggling to get 
over the wall "When n soldier ran to- 
ward him aud addressing him as "com- 
rade" often d to hold the carbine for a 
moment. 1 ho prisoner, believing him 
to be n fellow refugee, dropped the 
carbine to him, and tho soldier there- 
upon bayoneted him ro death. 


Another soldier armed himself with 


a bar of Iron and killed one of the con- 
victs, whom ho struck with such force 
that the latter hod a hand completely 
severed from the arm. In all elevei 
prisoners escaped, with nine carbines 
aud sixty <nrtridges. Three were re- 
captured the following morning, and 
five carbines were recovered. 


Tho 
nrmeotnmissioned 
officer 
In 


charge of the escort seems to have 
acted with ^reiit presence of mind and 
coinage In ihe face of the unexpected 
attack. 


The six .asualtics among the sol 


dlers were nil bayonet wounds. 
Five 


were of n slight character, but the 
sixth ended fatally. 
Twenty-two of 


tho convicts were killed.—Baltimore 
Sun.

while another, charged with stealing a 
pair of socks valued at sixpence, gol 
fourteen days' hard labor.
